Please read 2 Peter 1:1-4, noticing 
the wonderful things God has provided 
for His followers. 

Verse 5, “And beside this, giving all 
diligence (not half-heartedly nor spas- 
modically but with “‘all diligence’’) 
ADD .... ” So let us lay aside once 
and for all any idea we might have that 
we have reached the top. Peter says, “add 
to your faith.” Many times we feel that 
if we as individuals or the Church as a 
whole only had faith, what wonderful 
things we could do by the help of the 
Lord. But Peter says “add to your faith” 
—assuming that we already have faith. 

The author, Peter, is such an inter- 
esting character—impulsive, ambitious, 
self-assertive, quick to speak; but my, 
how he grows! I heard a person say once 
that he liked Peter because he was so hu- 
man. But I wonder—He loved the Lord 
with all his heart and would do anything 
Jesus asked him to do. For instance, that 
morning on the lake after they had fished 
all night, (and that was the time when 
the Galilean fishermen fished) Jesus 
said, “Launch out into the deep and let 
down your net for a draught.” Peter 
said, ““We have toiled all might and caught 
nothing, nevertheless at thy word we 
will let down the net.” It took a lot of 
grace to do that. Right in plain sight 
of all the other fishermen—friends and 
neighbors—to go out there and fish in 
broad daylight with the sun _ shining 
brightly. But Peter was willing to endure 
the astonished gaze, comments and per- 
haps ridicule and obey because Jesus 
said to. Then the time when Jesus began 
to try to show the disciples how He must 
suffer and die, Peter began to rebuke 
Him. Jesus said, “Get thee behind me, Sa- 
tan: for thou savourest not the things that 
be of God, but the things that be of men.” 
Peter accepted this stern reproof and I 
am sure always remembered it. Near the 
eve of Jesus’ life here He was trying to 
tell the disciples some of the things that 
would take place, and Peter overesti- 
mating his own strength, boasted that 
he would never forsake the Lord; He 
would even die for Him. But when the 


awful night came he failed so miserably. 


—but wept bitter tears of repentance— 
so manfully. And then just a little while 
before the ascension Jesus took Peter and 
asked him so carefully three times if he 
loved Him more than he loved the old 
life, and companions and the fishing 
business. Each time Peter affirmed that 


he did.

But there is another side. It was Peter 
who was always among the chosen three 
who seemed to be closest to the Lord and 
who were with Jesus alone on so many 
occasions. It was Peter who, at least, 
tried to walk on the water. It was Peter 
who drew his sword in defense of Jesus 
that night in the garden. And Peter 
whom Jesus addressed personally when 
He taught them about the Church He 
was to build. Peter was one of the first 
at the tomb, except the women. Peter 
preached the Pentecostal sermon, pro- 
claimed healing to the lame man at the 
gate Beautiful, and who carried the mes- 
sage to Cornelius’ house. And it was Pe- 
ter whose shadow fell on the sick and 
healed them as he walked down the street 
of Jerusalem. There is nothing human 
about these things, is there? 

I just mention these events so that we 
may have more clearly in mind some of 
the things our author went through be- 
fore he wrote the admonitions that we 
are considering, in his second epistle. In 
fact, many years had passed and Peter 
was near the end of his earthly career, 
because he mentions in the fourteenth 
verse that he must soon “put off this 
earthly tabernacle, even as our Lord 
Jesus Christ hath shewed me,” referring 
to the scene on the lake shore recorded 
in John 21:18. 

And so I feel that Peter who lived 
such a long life of fruitful experience was 
well qualified to sit down and write in- 
structions and advice to us and we will 
do well to carefully consider the things 
he has to say. 

And now assuming that we have faith, 
Peter says, ADD: 

a. Virtue. We usually think of virtue 
as meaning clean or pure, but it means 
much more,—strength, courage, excel- 
lence; moral practice or action; conform- 
ity to the standard of right; moral ex- 
cellence; integrity of character; manly 
strength or courage; valor. Bishop But- 
ler says, “Virtue is not to be considered 
in the light of mere innocence, or ab- 
staining from harm, but as the exertion 
of our faculties for doing good. 

By these definitions we see that Peter 
is demanding not only a high standard of 
morality but also that we should move 
out boldly and with all our stren sth into 
the work. Why? Because faith without 
works is dead. Paul also has the same 


thought in mind when he writes to Tim- 
othy and says, “Neglect not the gift that 
is in thee.” 


b. Knowledge. One of the gifts of the 
Spirit (1 Cor. 12:8). 

Familiarity gained by actual experi- 
ence; practical skill; technical acquaint- 
ance. We may have memorized many 
scriptures, studied many rules, and lis- 
tened to valuable lectures as to Christian 
work, but not until we have learned by a 
long period of actual experience will ‘we 
gain the knowledge that Peter is writing 
about. 

c. Temperance. Moderation of action; 
self-control; self4restraint; calmness. 
Bodily self-control in all manner of con- 
duct and living. 

Isn’t it true that we see many people, 
good people, Christian people, sadly in 
need of this temperance, in speech, in 
conduct, in dress and in many other 
things? 

We have been inclined to think of 
temperance as a moderate use of liquor. 
But for the Christian it means far more 
than that. In fact, the use of liquor is 
foreign to the child of God. But Peter 
here is talking about a _ self-restraint 
which touches every moment of our life. 
Paul exemplifies this in Romans 14:21: 
“It is good neither to eat flesh, nor to 
drink wine, nor anything whereby thy 
brother stumbleth, or is offended, or is 
made weak.” 

d. Godliness. My, we thought one was 
godly when he was converted. But here 
a way down the list Peter names godli- 
ness. 

Godliness is careful observance of or 
conformity to the laws of God. Paul says, 
1 Tim. 4:8, “Godliness is profitable unto 
all things.” Isn’t it true that two people 
may. live along side by side, seem- 
ingly having the same opportunities, the 
same handicaps and hindrances, etc.? 
They may both sing, pray and testify, 
and still one outdistances the other in 
the Christian race. The one may seem 
just ordinary and formal and the other 
radiates a reality of the very presence of 
God in his life. 

e. Brotherly kindness. Brotherly: Kind; 
affectionate; tender. “Brotherly” often 
connotes more warmth of feeling or in- 
timacy of feeling than “fraternal.” 

Kindness: Mildness; gentleness. 

The inspired writer says, “Even as a

THE poem used as an insert on this page 
was written by A. M. Millard, a member 
of the Church of God in Largo, Florida, who has just celebrated 
his ninety-first birthday. The occasion attracted considerable 
attention on the Florida West Coast, and the editor of the 
Largo paper gave a rather detailed ac- 
count of his life. 

Brother Millard was born in Scranton, 
Pa., in 1851, where he lived during his 
early boyhood. At the age of twelve, his 
father moved to a farm forty miles north 
of Scranton, where he lived during the 
remaining part of the Civil War, inci- 
dents of which he can remember a great 
deal about. 

After Brother Millard was married he 
moved to New York where he opened 
stores for the Grand Union Tea Com- 
pany. After a twenty-four years’ stay, 
according to the newspaper account, he 
moved to Iowa where he was general 
manager in the state for the Spirella 
Company. It was there that he accumu- 
lated a considerable fortune and retired 
from active business. In 1926 he came 
to Florida. During the boom which was 
then on, he invested his money there, 
only to find that after the boom was 
over he was relatively a poor man. 

But after having lived a life rich in 
material things, only to see them melt 
away as the mist before the morning 
sun, Brother Millard continues to live 
happily because that even though the things which were natu- 
ral have flown, there is a supernatural something that he has 
been able to hold to, and at the age of ninety-one he can bask 
in God’s salvation and realize the fulness of its realities which 
did not slump in the aftermath of the Florida boom. 

Brother Millard is in good health, alert, and, according to 
the Largo paper, has a keen sense of humor. The Largo church 
is proud of its member of ninety-one years, and the pastor 
sends the clipping from the Largo newspaper editorials to this 
office. May God give Brother Millard many more years of 
pleasure, happiness, and useful service.

As you well know this is what is called ‘plagiarism.’ I think 
Church of God ministers should be warned of this unfairness, 
and all other results following such a practice—A_ well- 
wisher.” 

The editor of the Church of God Evangel has no way of 
telling whether or not articles sent in for publication are 
original. It is believed that most all of our writers are original 
or in quoting others give due recognition to the parties or 
works from which such quotations are made. We fully share the 
belief of ‘“Well-wisher” in this matter. 

The word “‘plagiarism” means “‘to steal or purloin and pass 
off as one’s own (the ideas, words, writings, etc., of another) .” 
Webster. To be sure those who would quote from others and 
pass it off as their own document would not think of it as 
being placed in this class, nevertheless that is the truth. Writ- 
ers should, therefore, give the due consideration to those who 
are in the same field of endeavor. 


“WASHINGTON, D. C. (R. N. S.)—The 
construction of new church buildings will 
be halted for the duration of the war, under 
terms of a new production board order, 
but certain exceptions may be made to 
meet cases of extreme need. 

“The order, L-41,.is a general order 
limiting all non-essential construction, 
and will be issued shortly, as soon as ad- 
ministrative details are worked out and 
approved by the War Production Board. 
This order has been in the W. P. D. mill 
for sometime, and has been undergoing 
changes to meet the conditions. Cur- 
rently, construction has been going for- 
ward on the basis of a statement issued 
sometime ago by Donald M. Nelson, 
now chairman of the War Production 
Board, that construction projects which 
did not require the use of critical ma- 
terials or where priorities were not neces- 
sary, could go on as before. 

“However, the situation has changed 
considerably since that time, with the 
result that at the present time virtually 
all construction material, including nails 
and simple building hardware, is classed 
as scarce material. Lumber, cement and 
glass are readily available materials and 
do not require priorities at the present 
time.” 

With the great expansion and rapid building program of the 
Church of God as it has existed in the past few years, this 
order as passed will give the Church a considerable setback in 
its building program. But Church of God people are lawabid- 
ing people and will do everything within their power to con- 
form strictly to any order that is put out by our Government, 
that does not interfere with their service to God, and it is not 
the thought of any part of the management or authority of 
the Church that such an order shall be given. Building pro- 
grams should not be scrapped but should be planned as though 
they were to be executed in the near future. At the same time 
the financial program for taking care of these projects can go

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The National Association of Evangelicals For United 


A great convention in which approxi- 
mately twenty-seven different denomi- 
nations were represented, was convened 
at the Hotel Coronado in St. Louis, Mo., 
April 7-9, to consider ways and means 


of organizing for just and legitimate 
representation of those Protestant 
churches which are 


opposed to modernism 
and stick strictly to 
the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the gospel of 
Christ. 


The convention was 
called in response to a 
list of one hundred 
and forty-nine lead- 
ers of Protestantism 
; ~~ which had expressed 
such a desire for meeting. 

It was clearly set forth in keynote ad- 
dresses on the convention floor in the 
first service, that the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ did not repre- 
sent fundamentalism and that it repre- 
sented possibly less than ten per cent of 
the membership of organizations pur- 
ported to be affiliated with it. 


As was clearly pointed out, there is no 
representation in Washington or else- 
where in the United States of fundamen- 
tal Protestantism and it was believed that 
for the sake of unity in dealing with 
matters which all Fundamentalists hold 
in common, that it would be better for 
Evangelical organizations to be associ- 
ated in a common association for the 
purpose of representation in matters of 
evangelism, relations with the Govern- 
ment, national and local use of radios, 
public relations, the preservation of sep- 
aration between church and state, Chris- 
tian education, and freedom for foreign 
and home missions. To take it from a 
paragraph of tentative constitution rati- 
fied by those present at the convention, 
The Purpose: “Because of the widespread 
desire and need to promote action among 
the various evangelical groups as herein- 
after defined, for purposes common to 
all who seek the advancement of the 
cause of Christ, this association is 
formed. The association shall be purely 
voluntary and operated democratically, 
its purpose at no time being to conflict 
with the functions, rights, or preroga- 
tives of its member bodies (or mem- 
bers) .” 

In order to form this association, the 
representatives of the convention elected 
a norainating committee to bring in 
names of committeemen for three com- 
mittees, five each: one on constitution 
and bylaws, one on statement of doc- 
trine, and a third on policy. These were 
elected by the convention and made ex-

cellent drafts which were, with some 
amendments, accepted by the convention. 
After a tentative acceptance, the com- 
mittee of fifteen, including all three 
committees, with ten more added, were 
appointed to join the brief reports to- 
gether, making one report of constitu- 
tion and bylaws, statement of doctrine, 
and policy. All of these, however, were 
to be in force only temporarily, giving 
delegates an equal right in a convention 
to be held in Chicago, on April 25, 1943. 

The statement of doctrine as set forth 
by the committee is very interesting, 
showing on the part of all present, for 
its adoption was unanimous, that there 
was deep in the hearts of those who were 
steering away from modernism and hold- 
ing to the unalterable Word of God, a de- 
sire for a closer life and walk with the 
Master and to see His cause greatly ad- 
vanced. The statement was in part as 
follows: 

“Tt shall be required that those hold- 
ing membership shall subscribe to the fol- 
lowing doctrine: 1. That we believe the 
Bible to be the inspired, infallible, au- 
thoritative Word of God. 2. That we be- 
lieve that there is one God eternally ex- 
istent in three persons, Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost. 3. That we believe in the 
deity of Christ, in His virgin birth, in 
His sinless life, in His miracles, in His 
atoning death, in His bodily resurrection, 
and in His personal return in power and 
glory. 4. That the world being so ex- 
ceedingly sinful, we believe in the abso- 
lute necessity of regeneration unto sal- 
vation by the Holy Spirit. 5. That we be- 
lieve in the resurrection of both the just 
and unjust, of the righteous unto the 
resurrection of life and of the wicked 
unto the resurrection of damnation. 6. 
That we believe in the spiritual unity of 
believers in Christ.” 

These statements of doctrine being 
very broad are yet very definite and give 
leeway for all true Christians to work 
together in a cooperative way for the 
gospel of Christ to the salvation of souls, 
and yet in a way whereby all may be 
recognized. 

The committee on policy provided that 
none of the acts of the St. Louis con- 
vention would be binding on a conven- 
tion which was to be held one _ year 
hence, but that regional conventions 
would be held during the year at places 
centrally located: The New England and 
Middle Atlantic states, at New York; 
the Northern States, at Chicago; the 


Southern States, at Atlanta; Texas and 
adjoining states at Dallas; Northwestern 
States, at Pierre, $. Dak.; Pacific North- 
west, at Seattle, Wash., and Pacific 
Southwest, at Carson City, Nev. The 
cause of these regional conventions was 
to present to the people the reasons for 
which the St. Louis convention was 
called. All members of the convention 
were urged to be present at the regional 
convention which was closest to their 
particular location. 

The atmosphere of the St. Louis con- 
vention was nothing short of extremely 
pleasant. All delegates seemed to be 
clothed with humility and standing to- 
gether for a common purpose. At least 
four of the general officials of the As- 
semblies of God were present, two of 
these serving on committees. Five repre- 
sentatives of the Church of God were 
present, one of which served on a com- 
mittee. The General Superintendent of 
the Pilgrim Holiness Church, delegates 
of the Nazarene Holiness Church, and 
two delegates from the Congregational 
Methodist Church (which is also a holi- 
ness organization), were present. These 
holiness organizations were shown all the 
courtesy that was shown to the nominal 
denominations. 

The devotional part of the convention 
was exceedingly rich. One chorus espe- 
cially, which was sung over and over, 
was very elevating: 


“Spirit of the living God, fall fresh on 


me. 
Spirit of the living God, fall fresh on me. 
Break me, melt me, mold me, fill me. 
Spirit of the living God, fall fresh on 
me.” 


And it seemed as these words rang 
through the auditorium of the Hotel 
Coronado, that each delegate was look- 
ing up expecting the Spirit of God to 
come. When one speaker was making a 
very passionate plea for the needs of 
Christianity, the pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church in a certain Western city 
said, “Brother, we need Pentecost re-en- 
acted.” And such was the spirit that 
seemed to catch from heart to heart. 
Prayers went up to God, asking Him to 
let the Spirit of God fall fresh, that they 
might receive a fresh baptism with the 
Holy Ghost and that the day of Pente- 
cost might be re-enacted in the church. 
Not once was there shown -any sign of 
denominational prejudice. Not once was 
there shown any desire to debate ques- 
tionable doctrine or to enforce one’s be- 
lief upon another, but the cardinal doc- 
trines of justification by faith, the di- 
vinity of Christ, His second coming, 
etc., were greatly stressed and yet a de-

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GOOD NEWS FROM BUENOS 
AIRES, ARGENTINA

The Spanish name “Buenos Aires’ 
means “good air” and is very appropriate 
since this great metropolis of the South- 
ern Hemisphere enjoys the distinction of 
being situated in a healthful clime and 
moreover, has lately become the head- 
quarters for the Church of God mission 
work in South America. Buenos Aires is 
one place where our people live in the 
real atmosphere of heaven, old-time Pen- 
tecostal blessings, not as yet affected by 
any “wind of doctrine” contrary to the 
truth. The heavenly breezes blow until 
they reach cyclone proportions at times, 
as a “mighty rushing wind” like on the 
day of Pentecost. 

During our first tour of Argentina we 
took over a dozen congregations with a 
total membership of 450, now we have 
twenty-one branches with 716 members. 
There were about a hundred saved dur- 
ing our recent five-week tour of the 
work there and some received the Holy 
Ghost baptism. We left the counting of 
heads to the various secretaries, being so 
occupied otherwise. 

Of the twenty branch churches (twen- 
ty-one with central station), there is only 
one building that we have to pay rent on, 
All our churches were crowded and on 
Sundays the general fellowship meeting 
at the central church was a climax to the 
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A regular Sunday night crowd at headquarters church, Buenos Aires, Argentina, S. A. 
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week’s feast of good things enjoyed 
throughout the movement. 

Our main problem has been seating 
room for the crowds that came, especial- 
ly on Sundays, but through faith in God 
we have started the construction of the 





churches are located in the federal capi- 
tal and the rest are scattered through the 
Province of Buenos Aires. We are get- 
ting some help from Headquarters, natu- 
rally, since this is the biggest mission ven- 
ture in the history of the Church, pro-

are building in, around and over the old 
church, so it may be used for services 
until the other roof is on.

portionately, and is destined to become 
the center of our missionary activities 
in the neighboring continent. However, 
this great work is largely being made 
possible through the tremendous sacri- 
fice of our loyal workers and members. 
For example, al! our workers donate their 
time as a love service and nothing is ever 
said about offerings in local churches, 
but when Sunday rolls around they bring 
or send all their tithes and offerings to 
the central church, enabling us to put 
on one of the largest building programs 
known to modern missions. 


This article should be the last of a se- 
ries of writings covering our recent Lat- 
in American mission tour, but we 
thought our people would appreciate this 
bit of news from Buenos Aires, since that 
city is the center of our South American 
mission activity. Buenos Aires is the cap- 
ital of the Republic of Argentina and 
the chief city of the province bearing the 
same name. It is the largest Spanish- 
speaking city in the world and sixth (?) 
among all others, having a population of 
about two and one-half millions. The

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Question: Will you please explain 
Matt. 24:19, 20? Just what is this woe 
that shall come upon the people, and 
what is meant by “pray that your flight 
be not in the winter, neither on the sab- 
bath”?—R. J. 

Answer: One verse from the 24th 
chapter of St. Matthew, picked out from 
the middle of the chapter, cannot be ex- 
plained by itself. In order to properly un- 
derstand this chapter one must read the 
introduction. In the 2d verse of chapter 
24 Jesus said, “See ye not all these 
things? verily I say unto you, There shall 
not be left here one stone upon another, 
that shall not be thrown down.” Later 
on, according to this narrative, the apos- 
tles came to Jesus and said, verse 3, “Tell 
us when shall these things be? and what 
shall be the sign of thy coming, and of 
the end of the world?” The first part of 
the question was “Tell us when shall 
these things be?” that is, ““When shall 
all these stones be thrown down?” Then 
Jesus answered their question and_ the 
threefold answer was given because the 
question was threefold. 

The first part of the question referred 
altogether to the destruction of Jeru- 
salem, which took place under Titus in 
the year A. D. 70. A woe was passed 
upon women with nursing children be- 
cause they would be unable to flee to the 
mountains and get away from the hordes 
of Roman soldiers. A Sabbath’s day jour- 
ney was a journey only in the immediate 
vicinity of where one lived. ““Therefore,” 
He said, “pray that your flight be not on 
the sabbath day,” because they would not 
have a sufficient distance in the Sabbath 
day’s journey to be safe. 

Question: Science says that the earth 
revolves, but Joshua says, (10:12, 13) 
that the sun stood still for one day. Also, 
the New Testament speaks of the rising 
and setting of the sun. Will you please 
explain?—L. E. S. 

” Answer: There can be no contradic- 
tion of science and the Bible because 
science is knowledge or to know. The 
Word of God is truth, therefore, since 
science is truth and the Word of God is 
truth, there must be an agreement. From 
all appearance to us, the sun moves and 
it must be remembered that the Word of 
God was clothed in the language of the 
people. Though for many years it has 
become common knowledge that the 
earth is round and that it revolves, the 
language of the people still is that the 
sun rises and the sun sets. There has been 
no change in the manner of statement. 
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But even though there are few people 
that know it, the Bible says the earth 
is round. Read from Isa. 40:21, 22. 
“Have ye not known? have ye not heard? 
hath it not been told you from the be- 
ginning? have ye not understood from 
the foundations of the earth? it is he that 
sitteth upon the circle of the earth, and 
the inhabitants thereof are as grasshop- 
pers; that stretcheth out the heavens as a 
curtain, and spreadeth them out as a tent 
to dwell in.” The earth would have to 
be round for God to sit upon the circle 
of it. It is true that Revelation 7 speaks 
of the four corners of the earth but this 
is merely an all-inclusive statement simi- 
lar to the four quarters of the earth or all 
quarters of the earth or all parts of the 
earth. To this definition agrees Web- 
ster’s Collegiate Dictionary, Fifth Edi- 
tion. 

Question: What can one do who 
doesn’t see the light on the Holy Ghost 
as the third work of grace, even though 
he has prayed and prayed for the 
light and God has answered every other 
prayer but the one on this part?—W. G. 
W. 

Answer: In order for one to see the 
light on any given doctrine, it is only 
necessary that he shall read the Word 
of God. The baptism with the Holy 
Ghost as a third work of grace is not 
taught in the Word of God. The Holy 
Ghost is pictured as a gift which Jesus 
said He would send if He went away. 
It is not a work of grace but an infilling 
of God’s Spirit coming into a clean heart. 
Do you want light on this very impor- 
tant subject? Then read John 14:26; 
John 15:26; Acts 2; Acts 10; Acts 19. 
There are many other scriptures but 
these are sufficient. To read them with- 
out bias or prejudice will greatly help to 
clarify any question as to the reality of 
the experience of the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost and as for whom it is in- 
tended. 


Question: Please state why Jesus said 
Elias is already come. The disciples know- 
ing that He spake of John the Baptist in 
Matt. 17:12, 13, they asked John in St. 
John 1:21, “Art thou Elias? and he said, 
I am not.”—J. F. K. 


Answer: It would seem from this 
question that the statement of Christ 
and of John the Baptist were contra- 
dictory, but in order to understand them 


it is necessary that one take into consid-

eration all scriptures concerning 
statement. God had said through 


prophet Malachi (4:5), ‘Behold, I will 
send you Elijah the prophet before the 
coming of the great and dreadful day 
of the Lord.” Thus the minds of the 
Jews had been charged with the thought 
that before even the coming of the Mes- 
siah there would be one to come and pre- 
pare the way for Him. The day of the 
Lord was referred to as the time when 
the Messiah should reign as King over 
Israel at Jerusalem. So the common 
thought was that there would be a re- 
appearance of Elijah, after which Christ 
would set up His Kingdom, for John 
preached “the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand” and John did come as Elias, or 
Elijah, to prepare the way for Christ, 
and Christ came as king to accept the 
kingdom, but He was never more than a 
prince because He did not receive it. He 
was rejected of men and the kingdom was 
deferred, therefore Jesus said, in Matt. 
11:14, speaking of John the Baptist, 
“And if ye will receive it, this is Elias, 
which was for to come.” But it was a 
fact that they did not receive it and be- 
cause they did not receive it, neither did 
John become Elijah nor Christ become 
the King. Matt. 17:10 shows what the 
people were looking for: “His disciples 
asked him saying, Why then say the 
scribes that Elias must first come?” Then 
to show that all things were ready, if 
they had accepted Christ, “Jesus an- 
swered and said unto them, Elias truly 
shall first come, and restore all things. 
But I say unto you, That Elias is come 
already.” That is, all things were ready 
for Christ to receive the kingdom, had 
the people accepted Him as King. Prac- 
tically the same statement is made in St. 
Mark 9:11-13. But to look at John’s side 
of it, he was the simple, unassuming, re- 
tiring, humble prophet. “Are you Eli- 
jah?” they asked. “I am not,” he said. He 
was John the Baptist but he came in the 
spirit of Elijah and could have been that 
forerunning prophet. “Art thou that 
prophet (meaning Christ)?” again they 
asked. He said, “No.” This shows the 
humility of John the Baptist though it 
is no denial that he came in the spirit of 
the forerunner Elijah to prepare the 
kingdom which was deferred because of 
the rejection of Christ.

father pitieth his children so the Lord 
pitieth them that love him.” This scrip- 
ture gives us an insight into the Father’s 
love, but as we have just mentioned, 
“brotherly” sometimes denotes even a 
closer feeling. This is what Peter is ask- 
ing for here. The writer of Hebrews says, 
“Let brotherly love continue.” In John’s 
first epistle (4:14), he says, “We know 
that we have passed from death unto life 
because we love the brethren.” Then, 
too, this brotherly love has a far-reach- 
ing influence, for “by this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples if ye have 

love one for another.” 

Kindness means mildness; gentleness. 
And so in these two words, “brotherly 
kindness,” there is so much, and if you 
and I will just add that to what we have 
in a fuller way, I am sure it will be well 
worth our effort. 

f. Charity. Christian love. 

1. The virtue or act of loving God 
with a love which transcends that of 
creatures, and of loving others for the 
sake of God. 

2. Divine love for man; love in its 
perfection. 

3. Act of loving or disposition to love 
all men as brothers because they are sons 
of God. 

When Jesus came down from the 
mount of transfiguration and the man 
brought his son possessed with a dumb 
and deaf spirit, we find that the disci- 
ples had been unable to cast out the evil 
spirit. When they were alone they asked 
Jesus why they could not cast him out 
and he said, “Because of your unbelief,” 
Matt. 17:20. Then He goes on to say, 
“If ye have faith as a grain of mustard 
seed, ye shall say unto this mountain, 
Remove hence to yonder place; and it 
shall remove ...” We stand in awe 
and say, “Wouldn’t it be wonderful to 
be able to do that?” But Paul says, 1 Cor. 
13:2, “And though I have all faith so 
as to remove mountains and have not 
charity, I am nothing.” 

In the next three verses; viz, 1 Peter 
1:8, 9, 10, Peter gives us the reasons why 
we need to add these virtues, and closes 
by saying, “For if ye do these things, ye 
shall never fail.”

This conference has shown one thing, 
that there are men, hundreds of them, 
in the nominal churches where there has 
been a trend toward modernism who will 
not have it, who are standing flat for 
the fundamental teachings of Christ, 
who are feeling the need of the help of 
God’s Spirit, who are steering away from 
denominational prejudices and looking 
for something that will bring them clos- 
er together and closer to God. Is this 
the opening up of an avenue by which 
God in His wisdom and mercy can bring 
about the greatest of all revivals? We 
wondered as we studied, with great con- 
cern, the possibility. One should not be 
quick to pass judgment, but ask that 
God bless and have His own way in the 
furtherance of the gospel through any 
channel by which He may choose to 
work, for “God works in mysterious 
ways His wonders to perform.”
